“The problem of “civil service : 


manpower must .of course be 
considered againat the econo- 
mic background, On the sur- 
fnce’ qur: economic situation’ is 
changing very-fnat, but bencath 
the surface qur = problems re-, 
main much the anme, In fact 
more of our difficilties spring 
from our unwillingness to: nec 
otraclves defeated In the peace 
after having been victors in the 
war. Our victory coat uacdear 
and will go on handicapping us 
heavily for yenrs. 

if we were prepared ‘to ae- 
cept a lower ‘standard of life 
and to. give up many -of our 
ideals und to renounce a gren 
part of our responsibilities in 
tha world, it would not be so 
very diMcult to. deal with our 
economic aituation. We would 
just sce what resourtes happen- 
wl to be available to us ‘and use 
them as beat we cou'd, hoping 
that they would Increase, but

The Skeletons 


You will sce that in discusa- 
ing the economic background 
it is impossible to get far from 
the tnsks of the Civil Service. 
What a -change has . occurred 
since GlIndatone’s  dayl. In 
those times the world seemed 
large and ample and slow mov- 
ing. Even the akeletons were 
kept in roomy cupboards from 
which they only fe!l out one or 
‘two at a time, not lke nowa- 
days when every {fmaginable 
skeleton—Iinternational and do- 
mestic; economic .or social—is 
firmly dragged out of- its cup- 
board and put on the Cabinet 
table to add to the heap already 
there, Then again, until 1914, 
‘money was virtually the only 
method of control both of the 
entire economy -and of the 
operations of government itself. 
The Civil Service cxisted to re- 
gulate with inte'ligence, in- 
tegrity and accuracy a relative- 
jy small: though widening 
fringe of functions which were 
admitted to belong to the State. 

Now, in this shranken, bat- 
tered, post-war world, things 
moge terrifyingly- awiftly. Pro-
